Mrs. Overstreet’ claims  the
damage is caused by a body
secretion of the ants and not
by eating.

Her- theory is given support
by Wayne Durston, science in-
structor at El Camino. College.

Says scientist’ Durston:

“Tests in 'my laboratory
show that « formic” acid  will
‘eat’ a hole in a pair of
nylons. This is the same acid
secreted by ants.”

If you have ever eaten a pic
nic. sandwich with an ant at-
tempting .to share your lunch
by mhh]mp at the same sand-
wich, that bitter taste in your
mouth is caused by formic acid.

jars. Often recommended as a
stocking saver is the practice
